town which was to be built should 
comply im every respect with the re- 
quirements of the fire prevention by- 


ments are now as clean as when first 
completed, and the owners of the pro 
perty are arranging for the erection 
of new store buildings on the old 
lots. Main street, with its rows of 
smali temporary dwellings is a monu 
ment to the red-blooded spirit which 
was evinced as soon as the fire had 
burned itself out and the men of 
Wainwright decided that although 
they were possibly “down” they were 
most assuredly not “out!” These 
small places of business saw a truly 
busy Saturday night last week end, 
and as one merchant described it: 
“The stock may be limited, but it sure 
fils the immediate need, for I've done 
just about a regular Saturday's busi 
nesg!”’ 

With regard to the actual re-build 
ing of the stores for the different mer 
chants this matter is in abeyance for 
a few days until the final adjustments 
are concluded, although many of 
them are right now getting their pro 
perty cleaned up or procuring other 
sites with that end in view. One or 
two buildings which we are inform- 
ed have been definitely decided upon 
are the Dupre garage erection and 
the Heffernan pool halt and barber 
shop. The first named is getting a 
contract ready for the erection of a 
sulid cement structure to be 75 feet 
by 140 feet, which will be equipped 
with full lay-out of up-to-date mach 
iuery in the workshop end while in 
the front will be showrooms, ladies’ 
restroom, etc. The new pool hall is 
to be erected on the west side of 
Main street on the lot formerly va- 
cant between Monty’s cash store and 
the Hero Cafe. This is being erected 
ly Messrs W. Heffernan and Son who 
have arrived from Macklin to open. 
This building will also include an 
up-to-date barber shop etc. 


The business and professional men 
of Wainwright, who were so terribly 
nard hit by the calamitous fire which 
cleaned up things just two weeks ago 
are still showing their grit and deter 
mination despite such a terrible set- 
back.

PRESERVING HINT 
By Betty Barclay 
Mother followed the “pound- for 
pound” idea when preesrvirig most of 
her fruits and berries. This was in- 
herited from grandmother and when 
carefully followed produced a very 
excellent and exceedingly rich deli- 
cacy. The modern tendency is to can 
rather than to preservs but thousands 
of women still insist upon putting 
up. a quantity of ‘the old favorites. 
Three pounds of sugar to four pounds 
oi fruit is probably the best propor 
tion to use in most modern preserv 
ing. This furnishés what might be 
called “winter fuel” for the body. A 
piece of bread and butter, covered 
with preserve is & happy in-between 
bite for the kiddies— the minerals 
and salts of the fruit and quick 
energy and heating qualities of su- 
gar combining to form an excellent 
balance. Try these recipes and see 
how well they add to your preserve 
shelf: 
GREEN GAGE PRESERVE 

After putting plums in a wire 
etrainer dip strainer in boiling wa- 
ter allowing to remain until skins 
crack and loosen so that plums may 
be removed and peeled. Place a lay

Use three quar 
ters cup of water to each pound of 
prepared fruit. Boil sugar and water 
for ten minutes. Skim add the fruit 
and cook rapidly until it is transpar 
ent. Seal in clean hot jars

Gth FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT ISSUED 


Cutting of wheat will start early 
next week and wi!l be fairly general 
a week later in a number of districts 
am the province, according to tele- 
graphic reports received on Friday by 
the Department of Agriculture for 
the sixth crop report of the season. 
Winter wheat cutting is well under 
way in the south of the province and 
a very satisfactory yield is reported. 
A good crop of spring wheat is also 
ripening and will yield as high as 30 
bushels per acre in some southern 
districts. 

As the result of continued dry wea 
ther and hot winds during the past 
two weeks the prospective yield, par- 
‘icularly throughout the central part 
cf the province, has suffered a furth 
er reduction. The wheat crop espec 
lally has been affected and much of 
the grain is so short in the straw 
that it cannot be karvested satisfact

| orily by the ordinary methods. The 


Department of Agriculture, <a 
is demonstrating at a numbér of the 
points in this area a binder attach- 
ment which will make it possible to 
save practically all of this short grain 
tnd many farmers are adopting this 
system with very satisfactory results 

Encouraging reports are received 
from the Peace River where the crops 
have been improved by additional 
rainfall. The oat crop in the north 
gives promise of a good yield of a 
quality suitable for seed. 

The live stock situation has been 
affected in some sections of the pro 
vince and cattle are being disposed of 
in view of the limited prospect of 
winter feed. In a few districts it will 
be necessary to make provision for 
additional feed to carry breeding 
stock and work horses over winter 
but arrangements can be made to 
ship this in from other localities 
where hay and feed have been less 
seriously reduced.

NEW SALADS AND 
SUMMER DESERTS 


(By piticd Barclay) 


American housewives are hecom- 
ing more and more enthused over 
French cooking, and dishes once en- 
joyed only at hoiels or clubs’ in 
which some famoug~ Parfsian chef 


reigned supreme are now appearing ' 


cn the tables of our thrifty but nov- 
elty appreciating American women. 

Oh, we shall always have our ice 
cream, our waffles, or Chicken a la 
Maryland, our griddle cakes and 
raaple syrup and dozens; of other 
;typical American delicacies that can 
(not be surpassed—-but we are now 
beginning to add other dishes equal- 
ly tasteful, and often more easily 
prepared and more economical than 
some of our old favorites. 

The French housewife is thrifty; 
she seldom uses out-of-season deli- 
cacies; she makes use of lefitt-overs; 
and she has learned the secret of 
tiavor. She has learned that salads 
should be served when the ingredi- 
ents are fresh and crisp; that cold, 
; tasteful desserts fit into summertime 
ne snuggly as a French habit fits a 
| Parisian model; and that a little 
sugar, in the dressing or added to 
|\the vegetable ingredients of a salad 
| hile cooking, accentuates the flav- 
ors. 

Try one os'all of these French 
dishes. You will find them among the 
most popular dishes on your table 
this summer; 

Frozen Tomato Salad 

Peel and cut into fairly small 
‘pieces two cups of ripe tomatoes. 
Add two cloves, two peppercorns, 
‘wo tablespoons sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter teaspoon celery 
salt, one sliced onion, a few grains 
cf parsley, and two tablespoons vine- 
gar. Boil for ten minutes, then press 
through a sieve. Freeze to a mush. 
Beat a half cup of cream until stiff 
and add to the mush. Then complete 
treezing. Serve on crisp, thoroughly 
dried lettuce leaves with mayon- 
uaise dressing. 

Vegetable Salad Melange 

Cook one cup of shredded string 
beans until tender in boiling, salted 
water, with one-half teaspoon of 
sugar. Do the. same with one cup 
jor shelled peas. Mix the peas and 
beans with one cup of shredded cu- 

ober ard one-half cup of thinly 
sliced radishes. Add French dres- 
sing and let stand a half hour. Mean 
‘vhile, hardboil six eggs, halve them, 
and cut off the ends so they will 
stand upright. Arrange the halves 
of the eggs on salad plates. Arrange 
crisp lettuce leaves around each egg 
ualf, and place some of the vege- 
table mixture on the leaves. Serve 
very cold with mayonnaise. 

French Caramel Custard 

Four eggs, six tablespoons sugar, 
ore cup milk ‘and a little water, 
‘ 
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‘andi ‘this cdld, tasteful summer 
.| dessert. Separate the egg-whites and 
yolks, and beat the whites until they 
ere firm. -Add four tablespoons of 
sugar to the yolks. Combine the 
whites and yolks and add the milk, 
elirring the mixture slowly. Make 
a caramel, using two tablespoons 
sugar and one-half cup of water. 
Pour this into a tin mould and then 
‘add the custard. Place the mould in 
a pan of water and bake in a slow 
oven for twenty-five 
until a knife blade will come out 
clean. When the custard is cold, 
turn it out _om a platter and serve 
it with or without a sauce.

service, Planes each carry 1,600 
pounds of powder, and will dust it 
while flying low, over the. tree 
tops. 


The blueberry industry is show- 


ing much improvement in Yar- . 


mouth and Shelburne’ counties, 
Nova Scotia. Last year there were 
only 4,000 acres of crown land 
burned for blueberry growing; this 
year 10,000 acres have been burn- 
ed. Value of crop last year was 
$65,000 and it is estimated that the 
crop’s value could be increased tc 
half a’ million dollars. 


The province of Alberta has 
adopted Old Age Pensions, the 
funds for which are provided by 
co-operation between the federal 
and provincial governments. 
scheme has now been adopted by 
all Canadian provinces from the 
Quebec boundary westward. 


Though crops in several parts of 

Western Canada would be benefit- 
ted by rains, crop outlook on the 
whole is very promising. Reports 
from all parts of Saskatchewan are 
generally encouraging. The Al- 
berta report is good, especially the 
Peace River country where present 
Prospects indicate one of the best 
crops on record. About 25,000,000 
acres are sown to wheat in Canada 
this year. Last year the Domin- 
ion harvested over 533,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, the largest crop in 
the country’s history. 
The fourth annual midsummer 
gathering of the Swedish-Canadian 
League held a two-day convention 
at Lac du Bonet, Manitoba, re- 
cently and decided to build’'a home 
for Old Swedish folks at Winnipeg. 
Another feature of the gathering 
was a pageant of.old Swedish folk- 
dancing and songs presented in old- 
time costumes. Many of the danc- 
ers were the same who appeared 
at the Regina festival held earlier 
in the year at the Saskatchewan 
hotel in that city. 


A list of extraordinary accidents 
has recently been published occur- 
ring to motorists at level crossings 
and included the following:—One 
driver parked car on tracks and 
went to sleep. 44 motorists drove 
into the sides of moving trains. 38 
drove into the sides of standing 
trains.
